The Argument as it 1s, is inplaiz: Engliſh, no bets 
ter than this; We muſt provide for our Families;

bour 5 therefore we muſt ſteal. 

It ſeems ridiculous to plead an intereſt in, or 
Paſtoral Relation tothe people you had tex years 
«gon; founded in the Independert Notion of the 
peoples Conſent. Where do-you find one word 
1n Scripture, making the peoples Conſent nece/- 
ſary to a particular Paſtors Ca/ , or his relation 
to them ? Beſides, in a Chriif;iax Common- 
wealth, is there nothing required to give ſuch re- 
lation but the peoples Confent, if that beſo 2? Is 
the Conſent of the Magiſtrate expreſſed in his 
Laws reſpeGively, nothing in this matter ? Is the 
Conſent of the Overſeers in the Church, that give 
us Inſtitution nothing ?

0, we cannot be reſtored without them. 

Beſides , the remedy is too too ſhort, were it 
good : Have not the people generally conſent- 
ed to other Paſtors 2 How few of the EjeFed 
Miniſters do indeed apply themſelves to their 
Antient Flocks, as they ſhould do by this Rxle 2 
Yea, they put their Sickle, every where, into 0+ 
thers mens Harveſt, without all ſhadow of this 
poor pretenſe. 

Give me leave to be plain; This pretended ne- 
ceſlity of preaching and drawing away our 
people from us, the real neceffity of peace and 
erder condemns 3 the neceſlity of obedience to 
the Laws condemns; neceſlity of obedience to 
God's word , requiring obedience to thoſe Laws, 
cohdemns : Yea, the neceſlity of keeping your 
Promiſes and Oaths , if you were ordained by 
Biſhops, flatly condemns. 

Laſtly, that we #2ſt preach, though inhibited 
by Law , and Law executed, 1s a principle con- 
demn'd by the reeſor and praFice of all 
Churches ; yea of all kind of Nonconformiſts 3 
the late Presbyterians, the old Puritazs, and the 
very Independents themſelves in New-England ;
